Applicants hereby request a reconsideration of the PTO decision mailed on July 25, 
2003, dismissing the Applicants' petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment of the 
above-identified application on the grounds that the original "Notice of Allowance and Issue 
Fee Due" was never received from the Patent Office. 



In the PTO decision mailed on July 25, 2003, it is noted that the Notice of Allowance 
was mailed on December 31, 2002, contrary to the statement of Examiner Paul Kang who 
indicated that the Notice of Allowance was mailed on December 30, 2003.

In response, docket sheets showing all docketed 
due-date entries for March 3 1 , 2003 are submitted herewith. The docketed due-date entries
